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The Final Tribute Is’ Paid To 
The Memory Of W.*R. .Moody 
Many Prominent Persons Attend 


_ Northfield and the world paid its final tribute to the memory of 
William R. Moody last Saturday afternoon when many prominent peo- 
ple from various parts of the country and our own citizens completely 
filled the Trinitarian Congregational Church for the funeral services, 
the church from which his father, the famous evangelist Dwight L. 
Moody was buried thirty-five years ago. 


Many distinguished persons from New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
and other cities were here for the service and business was sugpended 


throughout the town. 
A solid bank of flowers from friends far and near extended across 


the front of the platform and the casket rested in front of the pulpit. 

The service opened with the hymn, “The Sands of Time Are 
Sinking,” Mr. Moody’s favorite hymn. This was followed by Rev. W. 
Stanley Carne’s reading of the Apostle’s creed, the scripture, and 
prayer. The address was given by Rev. Paul Scherer, pastor of Holy 
Trinity Lutheran church, New York for many years a speaker at the 
Northfield summer conferences. 

Dr. Paul Dwight Moody, only brother of William R. Moody and 
president of Middlebury College in Vermont, gave reminiscences of his 
brother ‘and father. He said that on the father’s death the duty fell 
on the shoulders of Will in directing the two schools the evangelist had 
founded and the annual Summer general conference of Christian work- 


ers.

Dr. Moody declared the burden had been too great for the elder 
son and that Will had fallen under it. “I feel I would be failing in my 
duty if I did not say this. te 

“Great as Will Moody was as an educator and a religious leader, 
we who were closest to him know that his true greatnegy was as a son, 
a husband, a father and a brother.” ,. wal 

The congregation then sang “On the Resurrection! Morning,” and 
benediction was given by the pastor. Burial was in Cééter cemetery, 
Northfield, in the family lot. Bearers, chosen from the faculty of the 


Northfield schools, were Horace E. Morse, Richard L. Watson, Stephen 
Stark, Lester A. Polhemus, George McEwan, and William S. Yeager. 


Among those attending the funeral were George Stebbins, last 
survivor of Dwight L. Moody’s close associates in evangelistic work; 
Wilfred W. Fry of Philadelphia, president of the Northfield schools;

Mr. Moody was born at Chicago March 256, 1869 the second child 
and first son of Dwight L. and Emma (Revell) Moody. At this time 
D, L. Moody ,the father, was already engaged in evangelistic work, the 
early climax of which came when he went to Great Britain for his first 
extended mission lasting from 1878 until 1875. In the fall of the lat- 
ter year the family stayed in Northfield, where the mother of D. L. 
Moody lived in the Birthplace, which is visited by. thqusands annually

fore, -after leaving? Mount Hermon, William went to Yale and--was 
graduated in 1891 and Paul after leaving Hermon in 1897 was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1901. 
After a brief period of uncertainty regarding his life work upon 
leaving college, William R. Moody in 1895 went to live at Mount 
Hermon school, where according to the plan of his father, the son 
should familiarize himself with the workings of the educational insti- 
tutions established on either bank of the Connecticut. He brought his 
bride to the newly built home now called Dwight’s home in honor of 
their only son, who died an infant. : 

Mr. Moody’s widow, Mary Whittle is the daughter of the late 
Maj. D. W. Whittle of Chicago, who had been associated with Dwight 
L. Moody in evangelistic work for many years. She is a gifted singer 
and composer of gospel hymns, having been editor of several issues of 
the Northfield Hymnal, as well as composer of a number of hymns. She 
was one of the prime organizers of the Northfield girls’ conference and 

. also of the Virginia fresh-air camp. ; 

With the growth of the schools, William Moody’s presence was in- 
creasingly required in the central administrative offices of the two 
schools and therefore, in 1898, the family moved to Northfield. Here 
the other children were born, with the exception of Irene. Thos surviv- 
ing are Mary ,now Mrs. Arthur W. Packard of New York city; Con- 
stance, now Mrs. W. W. Chase of East Northfield; Margaret, now Mrs. 
Frank Smith of New York city, and Beatrix of East Northfield, per- 
sonal secretary to her father. 

Upon the death of Dwight L. Moody on December 22, 1899 in his 
home at East Northfield, the chief work and responsibility was passed 
over by the father to the son as a sacred trust. For the first 25 years 
of this century until his illness in 1925, William R. Moody carried for- 
ward the effectiveness of the schools, maintaining the sound princi- 
ples upon which his father established them, and at the same time a- 
dapting them to changi A concitions. Although Mr. Moody had been 
vitally interested in tne Record of Christian Work as editor, and in 
making arrangements as chairman of the Northfield general conference 
for. Christian workers, his greatest responsibilty had been the schools. 
Largely through his work, the founder to this generation became better 
known as an educator than ag an evangelist. 

In 1912 the Northfield seminary and Mount Hermon school, which 
had been carried on under separate charter, were merged under a new 
corporation under the name of the Northfield schools. The reason for 
this change was to effect greater economy in administration. Under 
this new plan there was one board of trustees for the two schools. The 
policies and principles were in no way affected. The president of the 

ard of trustees was William R. Moody, who continued in that office 
until his illness removed him from such active duty. 

The years 1900-1925 saw much expansion in the physical equip- 
ment of the schools. In 1909, the D. Willis James Memorial gymnasium 
was-erected at Mount Hermon; in 1911 a new Crossley hall, a dormi- 
tory for boys was built; Mrs. A. F. Schauffler provided money for 

a Memorial ee Mrs. George E. Holbrook and her sons of Keene, 

N. H., also gave Holbrook hall to serve as an administrative building; 

West hall the spacious dining hall, was made possible by the gift of 
Miss Grace Dodge of New York. 

At the seminary similarly valuable additions were made. Kenar- 
den hall, the administrative offices for the seminary, and also the cen- 
tral office for both schools, was the gift of Mrs. John S&. Kennedy of 
New York city in 1912; Mrs. Finley Srepatd. in 1918, had Gould hall, 
the largest dormitory of the school built at her own cost; Russell Sage 
chapel was erected in 1909 by Mrs. Sage as a memorial; Mrs. Sage al- 
so made a gift of the Margaret Olivia music hall, and later Fleming H. 
Revell, the publisher and uncle of Mr. Moody gave a chime of bells for 
the chapel tower. In 1913, through a gift hy Mrs. Kennedy the Home- 
stead, D. L. Moody’ old home was renovated for the use of Mr. and 
Mrs. William R. Moody to be occupied by them for life. 

Whereas, in 1900 when Mr. Moody took over the administration 
of the schools the capital investment of the plant and endowment was 
approximately $1,500,000, in 1926 the total value had reached .§6,- 
000,000. Whereas in 1900, fewer than 500 students attended the 
schools in 1926 almost 1200 were in attendance many coming from dis- 
tant countries. 

In scholastic standing, the schools have risen to foremost rank ‘tn 
secondary education. Of prime importance to the founder and alao to 
his son, regarding the schools, was the strongly Christian atmosphere 
and religions character which should prevail. Upright character and 
useful living based upon the teachings of Christ and the Bible—these 
were essentials of education. With adherence to these principles as

en during the Northfield summer conferences, notably the general con- 
“ ference ,over which he himself prs ised: Earlier this magazine had 
Fu felt the influence of Dwight L. Moody, whose influence has dominated 
Siu it throughout its entire history. 


In 1920 the magazine became owned by the Northfield schools, 
with W .R. Moody as editor, A. P. Fitt, son-in-law of the founder and 
evangelist, as managing editor. The influence of the Record has carried 
the Northfield movement beyond the physical boundaries of the town to 
the far reaches of distant lands, witr the evangelistic message of 
Christ as its theme. This was the constant emphasis of the editor, Wil- 
liam R. Moody. 

The general conference for Christian workers, founded by 
Bw iebe L. Moody and established now for more than 60 years upon 
the death of the founder, was carried on largely through the efforts 
of its chairman, William R. Moody. Usually this conference meets dur- 
ing the first, two weeks of August each year for the purpose of ‘“Chria- 
tian fellowship, Bible exposition and prayer.” The gatherings have 
been attended by thousands annually, many coming from the South 
and West. Mr. Moody arranged the program, which consisted usually 
of several of the best preachers and religious leaders of Great Britain 
and America. 


Among the great religious ageekers who attended the general con-

George H. Bailey, well-known 
local resident died at his High*St., 
home Sunday, October 156 ollow- 
ing a long illness at the agé of 87. 

Mr. Bailey was born in Coven- 
try, Vt, Oct. 16, 1846, one of sev- 
en children of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Bailey. His marriage to Ellen
